Chancing Trpr of Motor*.

Just as that famous old L<ondon In¬
stitution, tho home-drawn "bus" cave
way before the march of progress In
the form of the motor-bus, the latter
Is undergoing a change which has al¬
ready shown a decided improvement in
service. As rapidly as possible the old
motor busses are being replaced with
machines equipped with the Knight
type Blceve valve motor.

In a letter to tho P. "B.. Stearns com-
pony, manufacturer* of tho Stearns-
ICnlght car, the Inventor, Charles Y.
Knight, given details of the* chassis
used for this service -and states that
some 350 have been put Into commis¬
sion up 'to this time. Continuing, he
oaya: "Forty of these busses have now
run an average of 20,000 miles each
upon the iL/ondon streets, carrying their
average load up to forty passengers
each, and starting and Btopplng
moat every minute of tho day. The
gear ratio id" 7 to 1, an dlheso busties
aro frequently called upon t<t do twen-
ty-flve miles an hour, which means
about 1,600 revolutions per minute of
the engine. Tho success of tho sleeve
valvo for this work has been as start¬
ling as it has been gratifying. Where
poppet valve motors In the same ga¬
rages, doing tho same amount of work
required an enormous amount of
work, adjustment and tinkering with
valves, cleaning carbon from cylinders,
and presented almost certain, loss of
power after ha%ing been In use for a
considerable timo the sleevo valvo mo¬
tors have continued to Improve, gained
power, cut down petrol consumption
and required almost no caro beyond tho
moro attention of relllling tho tanks
with lubricant and fuel. The average
daily run of theBe busses is 100 miles."

owing to an Incident that happened to
J. F. Uourquln, general manager of
the Paige-Detroit Motor Car Company.While on an experimental tour throughPennsylvania, Kentucky and West Vir¬
ginia, Mr. Bourquin happened to draw
up one day in front of a little garagein a small town in Kentucky. He had
driven, since noon of the day before,
250 miles, and as the gasolene tank
held sixteen gallons, and from his pre¬
vious tests while on this tour, he
found he hud averaged about eighteen
miles to a gallon of gasolene, from
the above facts ho Judged that he
should have about about two or three
gallons of gasolene left. Rather than
take a chance of running short, he
left word with the garage man to All
up his gasolene tank while he went
down a few doors to get a bite to eat.
Ho returned to the garage, having
finished his lunch, and. asked the man
how much ho owed him for the gas¬
olene. The reply was:
"Twenzy-slx cents a gallon, and I

put in seventeen gallons "

"How much did you put in?"
"Why.about seventeen gallons."
"Sure you ai'e not mistaken?"
"A bsolutely."
"Well, 1 happen to know you are,

as the tank will unlj- hold sixteen gal¬
lons, and 1 had at least two gallons
in the tank."
Alter a little hacking and hawing,

the garage man finally admitted that
ho might have made a mistake.
The above incident only goes to show

what the public is up against in deal¬
ing with unscrupulous garago men.

FOSTER TOUR IS
ONEJFINTEREST

Personally Conducted Motor Out¬
ing Will Leave Richmond

in Early June.
An automobilo tour to Luray Caverns

and Natural Bridge la planned for the
tlrst week In June, and will bo run

under tho personal direction of L. M.
Foster, of the Foster Motor Car Com¬
pany.
Many motorists have already ex¬

pressed their desire to participate In
this tour, and it is expected that a
goodly number of others who have been
timid about starting, out upon a pleas¬
ure jaunt of thiB kind will' tnke ad¬
vantage of this opportunity when it
Is known that not only will this tour
be conducted by an experienced tour¬
ist, who Is well acquainted with tho
roads, but that a crew of two compe¬
tent mechanics will accompany the
party In a ear, well equipped with the
necessary tools and equipment to take
care of any ono who may be unfortu¬
nate enough to have trouble with his
car during the trip.
This car, with its crew, will at all

times remain in the rear, so that any
party requiring assistance will soon
be overtaken and cared for and sent
upon their way rejoicing.

In order to relieve the touring party
of all unnecessary annoyance, accom¬
modations will be engaged in advance
at tho hotels and garages. A card
v hlch will bo good for lodfiing and
meals at the hotels en routo will bo
provided by Mr. Foster, so that upon
rrrival at any stopping point, when this
card is presented to tho hotel clerk
he will bo assigned to his rooms with¬
out the delay and Inconvenience of reg¬istering.
A similar card will he used for gar¬

ages. Envelopes containing the cor¬
rect change for the various toll gateswill be provided for each car, so that
upon arrival nt toll gates tho paper
onvolope, proporly numbered, may be
handed to tho gatekeeper, thus avoid¬
ing tho inconvenience and delay in
making chango.
A pass will bo provided which will

admit to Luray Caverns, and another
ono to admit to Natural Bridge.

In order to arrange all these details,
those participating in.tho tour will
hand their chocks to cover expenses to
Mr. Foster on the Saturday preceding
tho tour.
Tho tour will leavo Rlclrtnond on

Tuesday, June 3, at 9 A. M.; lunch at
Charlottesville about 2 P. M. with
Staunton as night atop, 123 miles.
Ijeavo Staunton tho next morning for
Luray, a run of flfty-soven miles,
wliero the party will arrive in time
for dinner. Tho afternoon and evo-
ning will be devoted to exploring the
caverns, under the direction of expe-
riencod guides. After a night's rest
and breakfast tho party will leave for
Natural Bridge, a distance of 107 miles.
Dinner will be served At Staunton, and
Natural Brldgo will easily bo reached
In tho early afternoon.
The next night will be spont In

f'harlottesvllle, and In this connection
t might bo mentioned thut the hotel
cccommodatlons in Charlottesville have
been - very much improved during tho
past year. Tho rooms aro comfortable
and tho bill of fare as good as the aver¬
age. This plan will leavo Saturday as
getting-liome day, and tho party can
leave Chavlottesvlllo late In tho morn¬
ing, tako dlnnor at Louisa, and reach
